A great change had however 
taken place in this respect, and he had 
only toask them if they had 500,000 
bales of cotton coming into the city 
this year, would it not give an im 
tus to all kinds of business? e 
Northern man would come here to buy, 
the manufacturer would come to Mem- 
phis for their staple, and the planters 
would vite a farge amount of 
plies, in fact every interest in the 
country would be benefitted. 

Previous to the war, the large 
cotton trade was building u the 
South in all directions, and if noth- 
ing had happened to retard its 
rice, the Mississippi Valley would 
ave been the richest section in the 
world. He then went on to inquire 
where were now many of the merc t 
prinees who had done basiness in tl 
city at the time he had referred to, 
Many of them had passed away, but 
he was glad to see that there was still 
al nu of them to be found on 
the streets of the city busily engaged in 
Memphis. He next alluded to the pres- 
ent condition of Memphis, and said 
city had paral yzed, rents 
had fallen all over the city. He asked 
what had caused this, and replied that 
Memphis had greatly suffered by the 
war. The city had not been burdened 
as was the case with other cities 
throughout theSouth. The magnificent 
river still owed in front of their city, 
but still the trade of the city was ina 
languishing condition. The railroads 
of State had all suffered, and had ali 
fallen into the hands of receivers, when 
it would have been better for all parties 
if the pet gone into bankruptcy at 
once, for the Controller’s statement had 
informed them that all the money 
ever received froin these receivers was 
$2500, and that had been paid by John 
Brownlow before he got the“ hang of 
the thing.“ He attributed all these 
facts to the great loss sustained in the 
amount of cotton raised owing to the 
want of labor in Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Arkansas and other 
State the South.
